On 2/4/77, R/0 held conference wi th IflHBpMHpVHHHPr at the Bureau. Mr. 
_ stated that he has. been an assistant sco ut master in troop 75 since February of 1974 
and retired from the troop in September of 1976. WNVi stated that during the month of 
August, 1976, suspect took scout troop 75 to Montana upon r eturn to Boulder his son stated that- 
Slusher had made a "pass" at him^Th e incident resulted in tMl quiting the troop shortly after 
the return from Montana. Mr. fP^fefc states that he is aware that the suspect left Air Force 
ROTC at the University of Colorado under suspicious circumstances and advised R/0 to check ft 
out. In llv iumiwrof 1975 the suspect was confronted fo r a possible sexual activi t y while at 
BenOelatour Scout Ranch, Red Feather lakesColo. A Mr. MHHBMtMHWHfllPMMffMMWB , 
withdrew his son out of scout troop 75. INdividuals on the troop committed. named- as John Porritt 
and Stan Black confronted Slusher on the questionable activity with boys at the summer camp. 
Howev er, th ey felt that insufficient evidence existed which resulted in the matter being dropped. 
Mr. 4Bflfc viewed the slides of nude boys seized duri ng search warr ant on Slushers resid ence.

^■tt stated that he dropped from Scout t roop 75 on or about 9/1/76 due to a few incidents with 
( suspect during the summer of 197^. J0t stated that during the Montana trip, with the scout 
t p, Slusher would try to hug him which he felt uncomfortable with. On one occassion, Slusher 
had h im v n a tent desiring to hug him.
